The selection of Parker yesterday sounded 
a call to arms and today Mr. Bryan's note 
caused a general aligning of forces. To- 
night the national committeemen were eager- 
ly awaiting to hear what the replies of the 
five candidates would be to the Bryan in- 
quiry before making and further moves. 


Text of Bryan’s Appeal. 
Col. Bryan's appeal, issued at Chicago, is 
as follows: 

In the interest of harmony I suggested 
to the subcommittee of the Democratic 
national committee the advisability of 
recommending as temporary chairman 
some progressive acceptable to the lead- 
ing progressive candidates for the presi- 
dential nomination. I took it for granted 
that no committeeman interested in Dem- 
ocratic success would desire to offend the 
members of a convention overwhelmingly 
progressive by naming a reactionary to 
sound the keynote of the campaign. 

Kight members of the subcommittee, 
however, have over the protest of the 
remaining eight agreed upon not only a 
reactionary, but upon the one Democrat, 
who among those not candidates for the 
presidential nomination is in the eyes of 
the public, most conspicuously identified 
with the reactionary element of the party. 

I shall be pleased to join you and your 

friends in opposing his selection by the 

full committee or by the convention. 

Kindly answer here. 

Mr. Bryan in Chicago declined to discuss 
his action further than to say that the tele- 
gram spoke plainly for itself.

Chicago. Witness Declares 
Lawyer Told Him He 
Might Be Ruined 
by Talk. 


VIEWED ROLL OF $10,000. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 21.—[Special.}— 
John R. Harrington of Chicago, former chief 
investigator for the McNamara defense, 
today testified that Clarence 8. Darrow told 
him he would be ruined if Bert Franklin 
speaks.’’ 

Harrington said this fear was expressed by 
Darrow at the time Franklin was arrested. 

Darrow told me Bert Franklin was ar- 
rested, he said. I asked him what for. 
He said, ‘Jury bribing.’ He appeared nerv- 
ous. I aeked him if Franklin could involve 
him. ‘ Yes; if he speaks, I am ruined,’ he 
replied.“ 

Shown Roll of Bills. 

Harrington also testified that Darrow had 
shown him in September, while he was at 
Darrow's home one night, a roll of bills con- 
taining $10,000 and said if he could ar- 
range to get a couple of jurymen J. B. would 
never be convicted. 

.“ I told him not to do it.“ Harrington con- 
tinued. ‘‘It would ruin the case. He said, 
Tou are right; I won't do it.. 

A third development in Harrington's testi- 
mony, which caused a sensation in the court, 
concerned an alleged conversation between 
Darrow and George Behm, an uncle of Ortie 
McManigal, wherein Darrow told Behm to 
tell McManigal! if he did not come across to 
the other side of the fence he [Darrow] 
would have him indicted on a murder charge 
in Chicago when he got out here. 


Met Labor Leaders. 

The witnese then told about a trip he took 
to San Francisco In July.

Roosevelt Credentials n 
State Their Case in Minority Report. 


— 


HIS convention was called to contain 
1,078 delegates. Of this one-quarter 
were to come from Democratic states 
and territories which have no part in 
Republican’ affairs, cast no Repub- 
nean vote, ang-are practically destitute 
of Republican voters. Such delegates 
are always controlled by federal office- 
holders or others interested in the manage 
ment of federal office. As they live by pol- 
tics. they form an efficient political machine. 

The combination between these and one- 
quarter of the delegates from the Republican 
states will form a majority of the conven- 
tion. In other words, one-third of the rep- 
resentative Republican states can, by manip- 
ulation. dictate to two-thirds of the Repub- 
lican representatives. 

This year such a coalition was attempted. 
but a majority of the convention was net 
obtainable, until members of the national] 
committee, who have been repudiated by 
their own states, seated a sufficient number 
of contested delegates to give a majority on 
the temporary rol! call. 

At the organization of the convention the 
chairman of the national committee, con- 
trary to good parliamentary law and good 
morals, insisted on counting the ballots of 
these contested delegates on the preliminary 
roll call, which elected the temporary chair- 
man. Upon the motion to exclude these con- 
tested delegates from participation in the 
deliberation of the convention upon those 
contested, the temporary chairman ruled 
that they should sit upon their own contests 

A committee upon credentials was then 
appointed, upon which the contested dele- 
gates were represented and seated. 

In the committee on credentials a coalition 
was formed of the contested delegates and 
members of the national committee and a 
minority of the representatives of the Re- 
publican states.

This coalition formed a substantial ma- 
jority of the committee. It proposed to pre- 
vent the hearing of all of the testimony by 
limiting the contestants to five minutes in 
which to present their cases and did not 
agree to a decent amount of time for the 
hearing until a number of the unorganised 
members left the room in disgust. 5 

During the hearing the members et the 
national committee, who were in fact sitting 
upon thelr own cases, acted as attorneys 
for the seated delegates, interfered with an 
orderly procedure, and bullied the witnesses 
of the contestants. The hearing, if held 
in public, would have arouged the scorn of 
all spectators, and for this reason the public 
were excluded. 

The coalltion in the committee is bringing 
in reports faster than they can be prepared, 
making it evident that the reports have been 
prepared beforehand and merely adopted as 
a formality. No time is furnished, to the un- 
organized delegates to consider their cages 
or prepare to present them to the conven- 
tion. : 

It is, therefore, plain that if these contest- 
ed delegates are seated that they will not 
only create a majority of which less than 
one-half represent Republican states, but 
that this majority will also be composed of 
delegates improperly seated in violation: of 
nas Parliamentary law and common mor- 


It is also plain that this is not accom- 
plished by mere partisanship, but it is the 
result of a comprehensive plan prepared in 
advance and deliberately carried out to con- 
trol the Republican convention against the 
Republican voters. We call serious atten- 
tion of the delegates to this convention to 
the fact that any nominee can have little 
claim for the Republican voters and wil! 
have to depend upon the Democratic states 
and territories for his election.

Committee in Continuous Ses- 
sion Without Sleep Sinee 
Thursday Morning.

A determined effort wlll be made by the 
Taft leaders to finish the work of the con- 
vention today. They will push through the 
remaining contests, mostiy by a viva voce 
vote, with the exception of Texas and Wash- 
ington. upon whicb there will be a roll call. 
The permanent organization will be effected 
promptly Then will come the adoption of 
the platform and the nominations for presi- 
dent and vice president. 

With the Roosevelt men refusing to par- 
ticipate, there will not be much opposition 
to the program. Some of the Roosevelt 
delegates fee] they must carry out their in- 
structions. 

Idaho has announced it will take part in 
the proceedings and support the colonel for 
the nomination Some of the IJlincls dele- 
gates wil! disregard the expressed wisb of 
the colonel and do likewise. 

This will be true of other delegates. But 
there will be a large proportion of the dele- 
gates who will have nothing to do with the 
nomination, because. with the colonel, they 
regard the convention as fraudulent and not 
as really representative of the Republican 
party.

SUPREME COURT DECREE BARS 
ANNEXATION OF MORGAN PARK 


Decision Holds Town of Calumet Can- 


not Be Surrounded by City Territory, 


as Would Happen. 

The annexation of Morgan Park by the city 
of Chicago wag put a long way off yesterday, 
when the Supreme court affirmed the decision 
of the Circuit court of Cook county, restrain- 
ing the annexation. 

‘The reason for the restraining order has 
nothing to do with the unwillingness of a 
large minority. It is the presence within the 
Umits ot Morgan Park of the town of Calu- 
met. Addition to Chicago would result in this 
ainincorporated territory’s in inclusion within 
the city and without egress. This, it is held, 
ie contrary to the purposes of the statute. 

It appears that the only way in which Mor- 
gan Park may be added to the city is by first 
disposing of Calumet, adding it to the con- 
fines of Morgan Park. After that, if the 
voters of the suburb approve the addition

YOUNG man with a megaphone voice 

and @ seat in the balcony used a sen- 

tence of two words so effectively 

last evening as to break up the session 

of the Republican nationa! convention 
in disorder. 

The youth occupled a place in a front row 
of the stand just over the main entrance, and 
the incident for which he was responsible 
occurred at 7:45 p. m., which was some time 
before Chairman Root had anticipated ad- 
journing the meeting. 

Since 6 o’clock the disorder among the dele- 
gates had grown so great that Chairman 
Root seemed to be losing control of the 
situation. The Roosevelt people were guying 
every one on the stand unmercifully, and 
had singled out the chairman, Senator Pen- 
rose, Senator Bradtey, and other reaction- 
arles as the particular objects for their shafts. 

One humorist in the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion amused himself and the audience by 
standing on the top of his chairand announc- 
ing nominations in a loud and raucous v olce. 
One of his tickets was headed by “ Pen- 
rose for president and Bradley for vice 
president,” with Chauncey Depew as ser- 
geant at arms. Other delegates all over the 
house constantly interrupted speakers by 
**choo-chooing"’ and ding-donging and 
“ toot-tooting like a steam roller. This got 
to be a popular diversion.

When the Michigan delegates at large con- 
test was brought in Calvin A. Parker, a 
Roosevelt delegate, made a speech in the 
course of which he referred to the fact that 
Gov. Osborn of his state had been keptaway 
from the convention by a broken leg. 

The Taft delegates greeted this statement 
with laughter. Palmer waited until the Taft 
men got through and then turned to them 
and shouted: 

Fes, he’s got a broken leg, but when the 
Republican party comes out of this conven- 
tion it will have a broken back.”’ 

There was a paroxysm of yelling after this 
sally that lasted for five minutes. Roosevelt 
men climbed on their seats and bellowed 
„We want Teddy in a chorus so deafening 
that it was a wonder it didn’t shatter the arc 
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globes clustered overhead. Chairman Root 
finally had to come down to the edge of the 
platform to quiet them.

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After Palmer had finished John D. MacKay 
started to make a speech for the reaction- 
aries. He had only got started when one of 
his phrases excited the wrath of the Roose- 
velt people and they began vigorously imi- 
tating the sound of an approaching steam 
rolier. 

“Pull the fires,” shouted a man down be- 
low. ‘‘ You've got it fixed so it will run with- 
out steam.“ 

MacKay tried to go on, but the crowd 
wouldn’t let him. Then Chairman Root came 
to the rescue. He walked down to the edge 
of the platform and slowly raised his hand 
for silence. That is where the youth in the 
gallery seat with the sentence of two words 
got in his fine work. Chairman Root's ges- 
ture was remarkably like the signal ofa rd - 
road conductor giving the signal to start a 
train. Just as the hand had reached the 
highest point in {ts ascent and the crowd had 
been hushed to silence the man in the gallery 
emitted a stentorian whoop the purport of 
which was All aboard.“ 

Instantly the whole mob below broke into a 
roar of laughter. Root could not goon. The 
delegates again mounted their chairs and 
yelled. The chorus of “ We want Teddy” 
was resumed with renewed vigor. Mean- 
while one of the sergeants at arms had 
caught a glimpse of the cause of the disturb- 
ance and, followed by a squad of halfa dozen 
policemen, had made his way to him.

The young man was ordered out of his seat 
and marched down stairs. As he progressed 
he wasgivena great ovation by the delegates. 
They shouted and yelled and threw their 
hats and note books into the air. The youth 
in the hands of the police responded by wav- 
ing his program vigorously. 

The din was deafening, but Root managed 
to make himself heard by a few Taft dele- 
gates down in front long enough to geta viva 
voce vote refusing seate to the Michigan con- 
testants. Then he adjourned the meeting 
until 10 o’clock this morning.

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DROP AGREEMENT 
TO AVOID VOTING 


Roosevelt Delegates Ballot in 
Convention After “Steam 
Roller” Wins. 


PART DUE TO CONFUSION, 


Also Caused in Part by Wish of 
Various Progressives to 
Remain Regular. 
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The agreement entered into by some of the 
Roosevelt delegations Thursday not to vote 
on any motionsafter it became apparent that 
the Taft people had determined to run the 
steam roller over them was not kept in the 
convention yesterday. 

This was due partly to a misunderstanding 
and partly to a general inclination among 
the progressive delegates not to bolt.“ Fail- 
ure to vote, some of them figured, was symp- 
tomatic of irregularity, and they did not 
want to appear irregular. 

The “ passive strike was to have occurred 
after the first ballot. The second vote was 
on the question of substituting the minority 
for the majority report. California was to 


‘have led in the movement. 


Minnesota Refuses to “Strike.” 

Just before the name of that state was 
called there was a hurried colloquy between 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota and Gov. John- 
son of California. The former insisted that 
the progressives should announce them- 
selves as not voting. Gov. Johnson seemed 
to have a different understanding of the 
matter. His idea appeared to be that the 
“passive strike was to take place on a 
later motion. At any rate California voted 
twenty-four nays and two yeas. 

Minnesota was undetermined what to do 
until a few minutes before it was called. 
Then it voted twenty-four nays. 

“I don't feel that I am keeping my record 
clear by voting on this motion,” Senator 
Clapp told some of his fellow delegates. “I 
think we ought not to vote atall. They can 
run the steam roller over me, but they can't 
make me like it.” 

Idaho voted solidly for the seating of the 
delegates from the Ninth Alabama district. 
This was because that state’s member of 
the credentials committee, Clency St. Clair, 
had voted with the majority on the con- 
test. 

“I believed that the Alabama delegates 
should be seated,” said Mr. St. Clair, “ and 
the other delegates from my state, after 
hearing the facts, agreed with me.” 


Idaho to “See It Out.” 

A. R. Cruzen, leader of the Idaho delega- 
tion, ald that he and his companions would 
not participate in a bolt. 

We are going to see it out,“ said. Mr. 
Cruzen. “If we are licked we will take our 
medicine. If there is any bolting to be 
done it win be done with great efficiency by 
the people at the elections in November.” 

Cruzen said that the Idaho men would vote 
for Roosevelt as long as there was a ray of 
hape of nominating him, but after that 
hope was zone they would look favorably on 


any candidate who could show a good pro- 


gressive record. The delegation would not 
support Taft at any stage of the game, but 
SOummins might be acceptable. 

The Idaho delegation had advised Col. 
Roosevelt early that it would not follow his 
suggestion of remaining silent in the con- 


vention and refrain from voting. 

Chairman Cruzen of the delegation held 
that such action would be practically bolting. 

„We are not bolters,” said Cruzen, but 
Republicans, and for us not to answer to 
our names when the roll is called would be 
simply bolting. I gave Col. Roosevelt to 
understand that Idaho's delegates were 
thorough Republicans, and would not follow 
any third party or candidate. 

„ This is the end of Roosevelt politically ° 
if he proposes to take up with the Heneys, 
Johnsons, and the Forts. 

„I have been disgusted with much of the 
anarchistic talk I have heard in many of 
the Roosevelt caucuses; it is unpatriotic 
and un-American.”

Tribute to Roosevelt Stirs. 

The California governor concluded with an 
eloquent tribute to Col. Roosevelt as a leader 
of the movement for the rule of the people 
which brought the progressives to their feet 
in a prolonged demonstration of enthusiasm. 

Then the roll call on California started, 

while the great crowd followed each tally 
with the utmost interest. Taft gained four 
in Georgia and one in IIMnots, but Roosevelt 
one each in Iowa, Tennessee. and Vermont. 
It was going neck and neck. Washington 
voted fourteen contested delegates solid to 
the accompaniment of jeers from the gal- 
leries. Wisconsin was solid for the Roosevelt 
motion. and when Hawali voted its six with 
the progressives, tremendous cheering fol- 
lowed. 
Then the vote with ite close margin of 
victory for the Taft men was announced, and 
the convention proceeded with the other con- 
tests. 


DETAILED STORY OF CONVENTION. 

At 11 o'clock word came that the conven- 
tion was to proceed on a partial report from 
the committee on credentials. This state- 
ment brought the delegates rapidly to their 
seats to prepare for the struggle. It was ex- 
pected the Roosevelt forces would make their 
last big fight. 

The galleries filled up slowly, and ten min- 
utes after the scheduled time for opening 
the session hundreds of chairs were vacant. 


Committee Opposes Partial Report. 

At 11:20 word came from the credentials 
committee that opposition to a partial report 
had arisen. Pending further word from the 
committee, Chairman Root made no move to 
call the convention to order. 

In the lull the New Jersey delegates rose 
in their seats and delivered the Jersey yell. 
West Virginia and the shrill shriek of the 
Californians joined in for a time. 

The Roosevelt delegates from Massachu- 
setts started a new Roosevelt Fell. announc- 
ing their eighteen votes for the colonel. They 
brought New Jersey, West Virginia, and Cal- 
ifornia back to their feet and there was an- 
other attempt to start a demonstration. It 
subsided, however, and the crowd settled 
back to await the fall of the gavel. 

The Pennsylvania delegation also brought 
out a new yell. It was: 

Ray, ray, ray, 

Pennsylvania. 

* Sixty-five for Roosevelt, 

“Ray! Ray! Ray!“ 

When William Jennings Bryan climbed into 
his seat in the press stand a wave of cheers 
swept over the big hall.

Favors Taft Alabama Delegates. 

When Dr. Shaw had concluded, Senator 
Root introduced W. T. Dovell of Washing- 
ton, a member of the credentials commit- 
tee, who submitted the report favoring the 
seating of the Taft delegates in the Ninth 
district in Alabama. R. R. McCormick of 
[llinols, a Roosevelt leader, was on his feet 
calling for recognition. 

Chairman Root, however, directed the 
reading of the report, which went into de- 
tails of the contest and said a full hearing 
had been granted by the committee. 

Gov. Hadley of Missouri was applauded 
as he arose and introduced Mr. McCormick 
to submit a minority report. Mr. McCor- 
mick, waving a document, said the minority 
of the committee had asked permission to 
file a minority report, but it had been re- 
fused. He asserted the facts in the cass 
would be given the convention at a later 
moment. 


Arouse Ire of Root. 
Then ensued an incident which aroused the 
ire of Senator Root. He had begun to state 
the position he had taken in the matter by 


„While strictly speaking there can be no 
such thing as a minority report.“ when h- 
was interrupted by an outburst of hisses. 

Mr. Root pounded vigorously for order and 
when quiet was restored he walked defiantly 
to the front of the stage. 

Gentlemen of the convention,“ he shout- 
ed, it would be well when the chairman be- 
gins a sentence to wait until he concludes it.“ 

Senator Root then concluded by saying it 
was customary for the minority to present 
its views to the convention informally. and 
this custom would be followed. He directed 
that the views of the minority, as presented 
by McCormick, be read for the information 
of the convention. 


Minority Statement Read. 

The minority statement was read. It pro- 
tested that J. C. Adams of Arizona, C. A. 
Warnken of Texas, and W. T. Dovel o 
Washington had no right to sit on the cre- 
dentials committee, because they had been 
elected by delegates whose states were con- 
tested. 

* They are, in effect, sitting as judges in 
their own cases.“ said the report. 

The report protested also against the sit- 
ting on the credentials committee of five 
who had been members of the national com- 
mittee, because they already had passe4 
upon the contesis.

Mr. Dovell from the committee secured 
unanimous consent to make a five minutes’ 
statement. Chairman Root announced that 
it was Robert J. Walker, a Virginia delegate, 
who had made the motion to lay on the table, 
but had withdrawn it at the request of his 
delegation, to allow Gov. Hadley to make a 
motion which otherwise would have been ex- 
cluded under the rules. 

When Gov. Hadley was recognized he was 
cheered. He began to talk from the floor, but 
Chairman Root, quieting the demonstration, 
said: 

It is the evident wish of the convention 
that you should take the platform.“ 


Renews Fight on Delegates. 


After he got to the platform Gov. Hadley 
made his motion, which Wis a renewal of 
the fight to keep all contested delegates 
from voting. He sought to bar seventy-two 
from casting their ballots until such time as 
their cases had been settled. 

The original list contained ninety-two 
when presented on Monday. On Tuesday it 
was scaled down to seventy-eight. Yester- 
day it was seventy-two. 

James Wadsworth Jr. ‘of New York made 
a point of order against Gov. Hadley's mo- 
tion, contending that its entertainment by 
the chair at this time would establish rules 
for the convention before the committee on 
rules had had an opportunity of consid- 
ering the matter. He said the motion would 
reverse the ruling made by the chair when 
the resolution was first produced on Tues- 
day. Chairman Root, however, entertained 
the motion. 

James E. Watson of Indiana, the Taft 
floor leader, was recognized by the chair. 
He moved to lay the motion of Gov. Had- 
ley on the table, A roll call was demanded 
and seconded. It was ordered. 


Stop Two from Voting. 


Mr. Heney of California interrupted the roll 
call, demanding to know if the seventy-two 
contested delegates were to be allowed to vote 
on the motion. 

Senator Root said the two sitting members 
from the Ninth Alabama district, whose 
right to seats was involved, would not be 
allowed to vote. Allothers on the temporary 
roll would vote. Mr. Héney protested that 
the right of the seventy-two delegates was 
involved and he made a point of order to that 
effect. 7 i

Alabama Voted 20 yeas, two nays, the two 
contested delegates not voting. Arizona 
voted four yeas. Arkansas voted 17 yeas, 
one nay. California voted 24 nays, 2 yeas, 
and a roll call confirmed the vote.

Gov. Johnson Protests. 


When California was reached the old row 
over the right of the two Taft delegates from 
the Fourth district to vote was renewed. 
Gov. Johnson and Mr. Heney protested. The 
two Taft delegates voted yeas, while the 
twenty-four other delegates voted nay. Gov. 
Johnson challenged the right of the con- 
tested de egates to vote. but was ruled cut 
of order. 

The roll call proceeded without incident. 
The vote of New York and then of North 
Carolina was challenged and the delegates 
were polled. 

Washington's fourteen votes, yeas, passed 
the moticn of Watson to lay the Hacley 
motion on the table and a ripple of applause 
ran throush the hal“. 

Before the vote was announced the chair- 
man of the North Carclina delegation said 
one of his members, absent when his name 
‘was called. had reached the hall and wanted 
to vote. There was objecten from some 
quarters and ecnfusfon ensued. 

Finally a member of the Kanras delegation 
got up and Gemanded to know if a man had 
a right to vote n this convention.

The motion to table the motion of Gov. 
Hadley to substitute the minority report for 
the majority report in the Alabama cases 
then was put, and Gov. Hadley demanded 
another Foll call. It was granted, despita 
cries of No, no.“ from the floor. 

At this time it was apparent there would 
be a third roll call when it came to a motion 
to adopt the majority report in favor of th 
Taft delegates. 2 


Gain for Taft in Vote. 

On both roll calls the Georgia delegation 
voted solidly for Taft. It had been divided, 
24 to 4. Idaho, voting solidly for Roosevelt 
on all previous questions, changed to the 
Taft column on this call. 

Oregon, divided five and five on the. first 
call, went six to four in favor of the Taft 
proposition on the second. Wisconsin shift- 
ed completely on the second call, voting with 
the Taft people to table the minority report. 
The minority report was tabled by a vote of 
364 to 407. 

The plan of Gov. Hadley to force a roll 
call on the motion to adopt the majority re- 
port was abandoned after this decisive vic- 
tory, and it was put through viva voce. 
Pending a further report from the committee 
on credentials Senator Root announced the 
convention would rest arms. 


Explains Wisconsin Vote. 

Gov. McGovern stated that the change in 
Wisconsin's vote was due to the fact that 
the Wisconsin members of the national com- 
mittee and of the committee on credentials 
had sustained the contested delegates. 

We have no facts on which to dispute 
their judgment and therefore vote to sus- 
tain them,“ he said. 

A similar explanation was made on behalf 
of Idaho. Chariman Couzen of the Idaho 
delegation said: 

We ſ are Republicans and we are not going 
to sit in our seats without voting.“ 


Present Arizona Report. 

At 2:45 the chairman’s gavel fell and the 
report on the Arizona contests was pre- 
sented, seating the Taft delegates. 

Sullivan of Ohio was the next man recog- 
nized to present the views of the minority on 
the Arizona cases. He read a brief state- 
ment. . 

The same parliamentary -+actics that 
marked the Alabama cases were followed. 
Sullivan moved the adoption of the minority 
report and Watson moved that it be tabled. 
A roll call was demanded. 

On it Idaho switched back to the Roose- 
velt column on this proposition. Wisconsin 
also strung back to the Roosevelt column 
on the Arizona cases, giving 26 nays. 

The minority report was tabled, 564 to 497. 
A roll call was not demanded when the mo-

“The speaker is not yet over the line 
where he should be called to order, re- 
marked Senator Root, with an emphasis on 
the yet which the crowd appreciated and 
cheered. :

Can’t Tell Vote of District. 

Mr. Heney said it was absolutely impossi- 
ble under the returns of the election to de- 
cide what the vote was in an individual dis- 
trict. . : 

No one but the thirty-eight. members of 
the national committee who voted to seat 
these men and the other men whose seats 
have likewise been stolen would attempt to 
discover that vote.“ 

Heney concluded with the statement that 
Tryon had fewer votes than fourteen other 
Taft delegates in California who failed of 
election. 

Congressman Payne of New York, author 
of the Payne tariff bill, was greeted with 
mingled cheers and hoots as he appeared 
to take up the argument for the Taft dele- 
gates.

Mr. Payne asked for a patient hearing. He 
said the two Taft delegates did not sit with 
the California delegation because the chair- 
man of that delegation would not give them 
the seats to which they were entitled. 


Boos Drown Payne’s Speech. 

His declaration that the Taft delegates had 
been seated by the supreme law of national 
Republicanism was greeted with a prolonged 
chorus of hisses, groans, and boos. The dem- 
onstration grew until Senator. Root took a 
hand with this warning: 

No cause in a Republican national con- 
vention was ever won by drowning out a 
speech on either side.“ 

Mr. Payne said he proposed to be heard if 
it took four hours. He reviewed party prec- 
edent from the time of Lincoln in an effort 
to show that the national conventions had 
always assumed the right to direct the man- 
ner of selecting delegates.

the result that its sale and etreulation are 
seriously handicapped, if not rendered al- 
most impossible.

Britain that e has secured his transfer to his 
old post at Washington, where he spent so 
many happy years. 

He exchanges what has always been ro- 
garded as the most important post in the 
Danish diplomatic service for one that is, 
from a Danish point of view, of quite second- 
ary rank, and whose salary and allowances 
besides are at feast 50 per cent emalier. 

On the other hand, it may be doubted 
whether Brun has ever been perfectly con- 
tent at the court of St. James, for he was 
seriously handicapped there from the outeet 
by the fact that his three immediate pred- 
ecessors were men who enjoyed the close 
and intimate friendship, not only of the 
Danish reigning family, but also of King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra and had 
been appointed to the post in deference to 


royal wishes. 


Brun went to tien a perfect stranger to 
the English royalties and without any par- 
ticular acquaintance with the court at Copen- 
hagen, thanks to his long residence in this 
country. 

Then, too, he is a bachelor, without lage 
Private means, whereas the other Danish 
envoys to England were rich, and théir re- 
spective wives were great favorités with 
Queen Alexandra, this being especially true 
in the case of the late Mme, de Falbe, a 
wealthy English woman by birth. 

By King Edward's advice his consort was 
accustomed to depend in all sorts of inti- 
mate matters upon Mme. de Falbe. Thus it 
was under the trees of Mme. de Falbe's beau- 
tiful country place, Luton Hoo, in Herts, that 
Princess May of Teck [the present queen] 
plighted her troth to the late Duke of Clar- 
ence, elder brother of King George, while 
Mme. de Falbe also played an important role 
in overcoming the many obstacles in the 
way of the marriage of the late Duke of 
Fife and the princess royal. 

Naturally Constantine Brun felt from the 
outset rather out of it; and, although, 
until Edward VII.’s death, he continued to 
enjoy the exceptional privileges accorded by 
the English court to those envoys who repre- 
sent reigning families closely related to that 
of Great Britain, he never had quite the seam 
status as his predecessors, either at Windeck 
or in society, which, of course, takes its cue 
from the sovereign. 

So, all things considered, he will be glad 
to return to a country where he left nothing 
but friends, where he was highly valued, and 
where he will be warmly welcomed, — 
the possibility of a doubt. 

King Albert of Belgium ‘has declined to 
accept the guardianship of his aunt, the ex- 
Empress Charlotte of Mexico, and the trust- 
teeship of her great fortune, which, ever 
since the ume when she became insane, in 
1867, was administered by her brother, King 
Leopold, until his death. During these forty- 
five years, she has been under restraint in 
one chateau or another of Belgium for the 
past decade in that of Bouchout, near Brus- 
sels, 

The administration of Mer fortuné was a 
souree of intense bitterness between Leopold 
and the imperial house of Austria, the In 
fated Charlotte having become an Austrian 
archduchess by her marriage to Maximilian, 
brother of the emperor, for Leopold, despite 
the faat that much of Charlotte's money was 
derived from Austrian. sources, declined to 
give any accounting or to permit any one 
but himself to have a voice in the control 
of the estate. 

King Albert, however. has changed all this, 
and, after consulting with the Austrian em- 
peror and securing his full consent, has ap- 
pointed as administrator Prince Ernest de 
Ligne who will keep Emperor Francis Joseph

In Seattle 
and San Francisco school children obtain 
forty tickets for $1, while German citics 
give students fee transportation up to d 
age of 18. The board of education is doing 
a great work, indecd, in establishing courses 
for vocational training, but would it not be 
a great thing to follow this up by making 
it possible for the children who need it most 
to attend? In most instances the children 
live in the extreme ends of the city, in the 
poorer neighborhoods, and car fare isa great 
item with them. It is only through arous- 
ing public opinion that all such good mees- 
ures are brought about. Letters have been 
sent to the city council, and tit matter rests 
with the local transportation committee. If 
the codperation and influence of the schoo} 
board could be obtained that would mean a 
great deal.

Tickets Distributed and Every- 
thing in Shipshape for Drop 
of the Gavel. 


Baltimore, Md., June 21.— The four presi- 
dential candidates who have made a fight 
for delegates to the Democratic national 
convention each set up his claims tonight. 
While none of them has enough to win, this 
public announcement is believed to be the 
preliminary to a fight for eventual control, 
if not to win early in the fight. 

The latest claime of the Wilson managers 
is 815 instructed delegates. This number, 
they say, is the minimum and does not in- 
chude the Wilson district delegates from 
Ohio, which the Harmon people deciare are 
bound to them by the unit rule. The Wilson 
leaders conceed that Clark will get 330 on 
the first ballot and Underwood 86. 

Few of the Clark leaders were in the city, 
for most of them remained in Washington to 
attend the meeting of the Clark campaign 
executive committee. Those who came m 
Washington declared the latest estimate of 
the Clark delegate strength was 470, of which 
406 were instructed and 64 uninstruoted. 


Underwood Hopes to Dominate. 

Senator Bankhead of Alabama declared 
Underwood had between 110 and 120 votes 
on the first ballot. The Underwood men, 
who have one of the smaller hotels all to 
themselves, hope to dominate the situation 
in the event of a deadlock. — 

A report that Mr. Underwood was coming 
to Baltimore next week was emphatically 
denied by his campaign managers. 

Mr. Upderwood has turned the campaign 
over to his friends,” said Dr. R. H. Owen, 
secretary of the Underwood national cam- 
paign committee. 1 believe he has not 
once’ visited his headquarters in Washing- 
ton.“ 

The mistake regarding Underwood was 
due, it was said, to the fact that a telephone 
company had arranged to put its wires in 
the private car of President 8. B. Under- 
wood of the Erie railroad, which yould be 
parked here during the convention. 


Delegates to Fight Harmon. 

The Ohio delegates are interested in a fight 
which the opponents of Gov. Harmon propose 
to make against the prevalence of the unit 
rule in the Ohio delegation. National Com- 
mitteeman Harvey C. Garber of Ohio de- 
clared he and Mayor Baker of Cleveland 
would lead the fight against the use of this 
rule in counting the Ohio vote. 

Gov. Harmon’s opponents take the ground 
that the state convention was authorized to 
instruct only the six delegates at large. 

The claim that Ohio is a unit for Har- 
mon,“ said Mr. Garber, is preposterous. If 


‘this question comes before the convention it 


will be another test of the relative strength 
of Mr. Bryan and his friends and those that 
oppose them. 

The Harmon leaders insisted that the whole 
Ohio delegation was legally instructed for 
him. 

Tt was learned that the New York delega- 
tion purposes to take no small interest in 
the making of the party platform, but until 
the arrival of the New York leaders national 
committeemen here were not prepared to 
say what planks New York derires incor- 
porated. 


Rules Committee Appointed. 

The subcommittee of the national commit- 
tee appointed a committee to formulate rules 
of procedure for the convention, the idea be- 
ing to have represented each candidate for 
whom delegates have been instructed. The 
committee follows: 

Martin J. Wade of Iowa, Clark Howell of 
Georgia, John T. McGraw of West Virginia, 
R. M. Johnston of Texas, Norman E. Mack 
of New York. Charles R. Crisp, parliamen- 


tarian of the house of representatives, was 


appointed parliamentaman of the convention. 

A movement to abrogate the rule requir- 
ing a vote of two-thirds of the delegates to 
bring about a nomination has been acceler- 
ated by National Committeeman John T. 
McGraw of West Virginia, who has prepared 
a resolution to that effect, which he will sub- 
mit to the the national committee for con- 
sideration before it is brought up on the floor 
of the convention. 


All Ready for- Convention. 

The physical arrangements for the con- 
vention aré practically complete and the 
subcommittee of the national committee has 
about finished the tentative plans to be con- 
sidered by the main committee at ite meet- 
ing On Monday. Aside from the selection 
of the temporary chairman these arrange- 
ments, which include the appointment of 
minor officers and the committee on rules 
probably will stand. 

Convention tickets were allotted and pos!i- 
tions assigned to the various delegations. 
The biggest block of tickets went to the local 
citizens’ committee, which received 1,000. 

These are for the use of Baltimoreans. 
Each Gelegate will receive three tickets in 
addition to his individual seat, while the al- 
ternates¢will have to be satisfied with their 
single seats. 


Tickets for Candidates. 

Members of the national committee will be 
given on an average ten tickets each. All 
the recognized candidates will also be sup- 
plied with tickets. 

In the assignment of seats those states 
fared best which have candidates to present 
to the delegation. Ohio, New Jersey, Mis- 
souri, and Alabama were given prominent 
positions in front of the speaker's stand, with 
the New Jersey and Missouri delegates in the 
front séats on opposite sides of the center 
aisle and Ohio and Alabama just behind them. 


Iowa Bryan League in Fight.

WOULD BE USED AS LEVER. 


Aldermen Favor Flagmen at All “I,” 
Grade Crossings. 


The council! judiciary committee recom- 
mended an ordinance yesterday which pur- 
ports to prohibit advertising in street cars, 
elevated trains, and suburban trains. 

The purpose is to get a share of the profits 
of the various companies for their adver- 
tising. The contract ordinances of 1907 with 
the surface street car companies provides 
the city shall have a part of the net receipts 
from advertising, so no attempt will be made 
to enforce the new ordinance against these 
companies—if it is approved by the city 
council. 

The corporation counsel has prepared an 
opinion asserting the transportation com- 
panies have no legal authority for conduct- 
ing an advertising business.

The committee also ordered the prepara- 
tion of an- ordinance compelling all of the 
elevated railroads to provide flagmen at all 
street intersections where the roads are 
operated on the surface. ‘ 

J. G. Wray, chief engineer of the Chicago 
Telephone company, appeared before the 
committee on gas, oll, and electric light to 
urge a curtailment of the damage done by 
, electrolysis. 

He estimated the damage to the company’s 
property is about $100,000a year. The drain- 
age system, he said, probably would improve 
present conditions, but he thought the 
booster system proposed by City Biectrician 
Palmer would be more effective. It was 
the opinion of the engineer, however, that its 
installation should not be undertaken until 
the Commonwealth Edison company and the 
elevated roads are consolidated. 

The committee probably will vote on the 
electrolysis ordinance on July 1.

Prof. E. W. Bemis, public utility expert, re- 
ported progress in the investigation of the 
Iilinois Tunnel company. He has been as- 
signed the task of ascertaining whether the 
Tunnel company had a phone eystem serving 
20,000 bona fide subscribers on June 1, 1911.

TAKE 4 IN $6,600,000 “FRAUD” | 


Two Chicago Men Involved in Al- 
leged Mexican Land Swindle. 


BOOSTING CALLED FALSE. 


Mails Used to Gain Stock ‘Sales, Is 
Formal Charge. 


John R. Markley and Isaiah B. Miller, with 
offices in 1214 Fisher building, were arrested 
yesterday by Postoffice Inspectors Williams 
and Morse of Philadelphia on a charge which 
grows out of the alleged operation of an ex- 
tensive swindle in Mexican lands by use of 
the mails. Charles W. McMahon, secretary 
of the company, and William H. Armstrong 
Jr., son of the president, were arrested in 
Philadelphia. 

The arrests are the result of an investiga- 
tion of the International Lumber and Devel- 
opment company, a $6,000,000 corporation, 
with main offices in the Drexel building, Phil- 
adelphia. It is estimated by the federal au- 
thorities that $5,500,000 of stock had been 
sold. 


Released on Bail. 

Markley. who lives in Elmhurst, and Mil- 
ler, who resides at the Palmer house, were 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Foote and released on bonds of $10,- 
000 each for appearance in Philadelphiajin 
September. 

Markley and Miller acted as contracting 
agents, it is said, having an agreement to 
clear 288,000 acres, purchased originally 
for $150,000. 

The government alleges the land was ac- 
quired in the state of Campeche, Mexico, for 
the purpose of development and clearance. 
In the sale of stock to individuals through- 
out the country it is charged gross mis- 
representations were made of the prospects 
of production of lumber, rubber, and other 
commodities. The company was incorpo- 
rated in 1904 under the laws of Delaware. 


Miller Denies Complicity. 

Mr. Miller said the firm of Markley & 
Miller, of which he is a member, simply had 
the contract to clear 20,000 acres of land 
for the company and plant trees. Work on 
the contract had been in progress for seven 
years, and the firm now has 900 men em- 
ployed in the development, he said. Prog- 
ress has been delayed by the rebellion, dur- 
ing which 700 of their employes have de- 


serted to join the revolutionary army, he 
said.

I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
those who have written me so many kind let- 
ters and am glad that what I have had to say 
about plants and their culture has been help- 
ful to them. Another season I hope to be able 
td continue the series. 

Mrs. G. 8.—Helictropes grow very readily 
from cuttings. These should be put in saucers 
of sand, which should be kept’ moist until roots 
have formed. This plant is a fine winter 
bloomer if kept always moist at the roots and 
given @ rather warm window to grow in. It 
must have plenty of sunshine. It is very sus- 
ceptible to coal gas.

Mrs. W. H. M.—It is not necessary to take 
up tulips and hyacinths each year. Once in 
three years is enough. The beds in which they 
grow can be used for annuals, as this class of 
plants does not sand its roots deep enough to 
interfere with the bulbs below. Rake over the 
surface after the bulbs have completed their 
annual growth. This you can tell by the ripen- 
ing of the foliage. Sow the seeds of the an- 
nual in this soll. When the third year comes 
around take up the bulbs after they have 
ripened and spread them out in the sun to dry 
for two or three days. Then put in paper bags 
or dry sawdust and store away in a dark place 
until September, when they should be planted. 
again. ä

Delayed wisdom from W. A. Brady: 

“There is no reason why the original cast 
of a given play should be any better than oth- 
ers subsequently assembled. On the other 
hand, if there were any weak spot in the first 
company it would be detected after a perform- 
ance and could be remedied in second and third 
companies. There is no actor, however great, 
whe is absolutely indispensable to a play, just 
as this condition is acknowledged to apply to 
every calling as well as to the theater. 

“It is one thing to improve upon past rep- 
resentations of established plays, but quite 
another to measure the value of a new and 
untried work. No manager has ever been able 
to do this with certainty, yet in some seats 
of judgment the managers are assailed as being 
scatter brained incompetents wasting their 
money on productions which must have ap- 
peared to them as utterly worthless if they 
had paused ior a minute's reflection. 

“Does it look like a reasonable proposition 
that if I, for instance, could find a man or 
woman who could tell me beforehand with any 
degree of certainty whether a series of unpro- 
duced plays were good or .bad I would not pay 
four or five times the income that he or she 
could derive from any other source? It its 
simple enough to detect the hopeiessly bad in

Economical Housekeeping 


Some Seasonable Recipes. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


OST sorts of cherry preserves are likely 
to be “woundily strong.” When cher- 
ries are stoned and preserved in a rich 
sirup, a few of them will go a long 
way. They are more suitable, when so 

prepared, for garnishing than for eating as a 
preserve, and they are most profitably used for 
this purpose, for the task of making a fine 
cherry preserve is na small one, and the ex- 
pense is considerable. 

The following recipe has been recommended 
to me as one by which cherries may be pre- 
served and not be strong. What it specially 
involves is practically a blanching of the fruit. 
In practice there might be a great waste of 
cherry juice by this method, unless the juice 
were drained off the stoned cherries and used 
in the second process, or unless the liquid 
drained off should be strong enough to make a 
good sirup of, for such use as might be. Of 
course a blanching water merely would not be 
worth much. 

+> 

Cherry Preserves.—Seed the cherries and 
place over the fire with almost water enough 
to cover them. Heat thoroughly, then drain 
off all the liquor and put your cherries on to 
preserve with measure for measure of sugar. 
Cook ten minutes; then let stand over night. 
Put into jars and seal cold. The fruit will be 
light colored and free from any strong taste so 
common with cherry preserves. 

An accomplished person who is fond of all 
sorts of conserves and pickle like things has 
given me the following recipe. As she is a per- 
son of excellent taste I imagine that this is 
excellent. Of course, it would be easy enough 
to divide it by two or by three. 

Fruit Catsup.—Six peaches, six pears, six 
onions, six large green peppers, six large red 
peppers, thirty average sized tomatoes, one 
quart of vinegar, one pint of brown sugar one 
tablespoon, each, of whatever spice vou like 
(cinnamon, cloves, and ginger). Salt to taste 
Prepare and chop ingredients. Cook slowly un 
til the vinegar is entirely cooked up.

NTERESTING pictures of the Brownings 
and of the English and American literary 


and artistic colonies in Rome are given. 
in the reminiscences of Harriet Hosmer, 


which are about to be published. 

Miss Hosmer wes America's first woman 
sculptor. 
being the first to achieve fame in her art, she 
ranked as a sculptér as Rosa Bonheur did as 
a peinter. 

Harriet Hosmer was born at Watertown, 
Mass. on Oct. 9, 1880, and she died in Rome 
on Feb. 21, 1908. Her letters and memoirs 
have been edited by her friend Cornelia Carr, 
and will be published immedigtely by Moffat. 
Yard & Co. Of the several hundred letters 


written by Mies Hosmer thet Mrs. Carr had 


to look over nearly all were addressed to 
Wayman Crow of St. Louis, a man of large 
means and a patron of the arts. who spent 
& Great deal of time abroad. 

‘At the age of 16 Harriet was sent to the 
famous school of Mrs. Charles Sedgwick 
at Lenox, and it was in this refined and de- 
lightful atmosphere that she developed from 
girlhood into womanhood. The Sedgwicks 
stood for all that was best in New England 
life. Miss Catherine M. Sedgwick was at 
thet time the most conspicuous woman 
writer tn the country; and among the visitors 
at the Sedgwick home were such people as 
Fredericka Bremer, Fanny. Kemble, Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, Emerson, and other fa- 
mous writers and artists. =~ 

In the autumn of 1852 Harriet and her 
father sailed for England on their way to 
Italy. She had letters to John Gibson, one 
of England’s foremost sculptors, living at 
the time in Rome, and he took her as a pupil 
in his studio. 
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Among the most in imate friends of Miss 
Hosmer in Italy were the Brownings, Robert 
and Elizabeth. Brov ning wrote long letters 
to Miss Hosmer whea she was in Florence, 

It Was during her second winter in Rome 
that Miss Hosmer first met the Brownings. 
A winter, she writes, “that was rendered 
Memorable by my introduction to the 
Brownings,:and as time went on and ac- 
quaintance ripened into friendship and in- 
timacy how often did I climb the. cold, 
cheerless stone stairway which icd to their 
modest apartment on the ‘i! floor of 42 
Bocca di Leone. Nothing cold or cheerless, 
however, when their door was gained. There 
was ever the warm and afiectionate wel- 
come, and there was also ‘ Flush my dog,’ 
ready to wag the poor remnant of a tail, for 
in those days Flush was suffering from Anno 
Domini, and bore but faint traces of his 
former beauty. 

“The appearance: of Mrs. Browning at 
that time is well preserved in most of. the 
portraits which are famillar to us, whether 
in engraving or photography. The same 
abundant curls framing a face plain in feat- 
ure but. redeemed by wonderful dark eyes, 
large and loving and luminous as stars. 
The nose slightly disposed to upturn; the 
mouth, well, perhaps in this feature we dis- 
cover the key to some of Mrs. Browning’s 
less delicate verse; large, ful] lipped. yet 
harboring always a sweet compensating 
smile. Her voice, slow and with the labored 
enunciation peculiar to delicate health. The 
manner ever gfacious, with a touch of shy- 
ness at times. Small in stature and in form 
so fragile that the gentlest zephyr might 
have borne her away.

But not so suggestive of his appearance 
in earlier days are the portraits of Robert 
Browning as we now know them. True, 
years have passed, and photography now re- 
veals to us a face of great intellectual power, 
but also the face of the comfortable man 
of the world, tinged perhaps with a certain 
sense of success, but in the days of which I 
write he dwelt apart from the everyday 
world; he stood, I think,.on a higher plane, 
fulfilling in every sense the ideal we have 
formed of a poet. The broad forehead, the 
black and slightly waving hair, the keen 
and clear gray eyes, the fresh complexion of 
faintest olive hue, and slight as yet the 
delicate frame. There were the genie. 
cheery voice, the unfailing, joyous spirits of 
youth, the unique conversational gifts, witty, 
grave, and gay by turns, with over alla man- 
ner as charming as any verse he ever 
penned.” 

Browning's letters to Miss Hosmer are per- 
fectly delightful; nothing could be more 
unconventional or more simple. From Paris 
he wrote to Miss Hosmer: 

„ don't think any new friend of mine 
would please you like Rosa Bonheur, who 
is a glorious little creature with a touch of 
Hatty about her that makes one start. O, 
Hatty, why were you not here in London 
tirst, and you should have heard Alfred 
Tennyson read Maud to us and Mrs. Sar- 
toris sing to Ruskin, and Carlyle talk our 
three best remembrances. And here at Paris 
there are pictures to see, but I know all about 
the impossibility, and it is silly to speak 


of it.“ 
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It was from Paris that Browning wrote to 
Miss Hosmer of the first inception of Mrs. 
Browning's most popular poem. Aurora 
oy ee you Ba had felt the cold sadly in 
those abominable rooms that we got shut on 
us for our sins. Since moving to this place 
all that was wrong seems set right again and 
she has worked like a spirit at her poem. 
have read the first six books, all transcribed 
and corrected in two months. Lord! I don't 
dare say, in cold words. what I cannot help 
thinking of them, while warm words are not 

er. you know. 
ey ait events the poem is quite new and 
unlike any thing she has hitherto done; two 
more books are growing to completion, by 
daily work to the amount of something like 
thirty or forty lines. When all done. it’s to 
print in London, print in America simultane- 
ously, put out of the nest and set flying and 
earning its own livelihood, and then off to 
something else, somewhere else.

HE CAMBRIDGE HISTORY or 
ENGLISH LITERATURE” pre. 
sente in its eighth volume the opu- 
lent “Age of Dryden.” Opening 
with a finely reserved review of 
Dryden's influence upon contemporary litera- 
ture, by A. W. Ward, the volume passes on to 
a consideration of Samuel Butler. and moves 
from his peculiar satire to a somewhat 
gravid review of political and eoclesiastica! 
satire from the pen of Previte-Orton. By 
way of contrast. the austere writings of the 
early Quekers are next given consideration. 
Then follows what is undoubtedly the piece 
Ge resistance of the book, three brilliant 
essays on the Restoration Drama, the first 
being by Prof. Schelling of the University of 
Pennsylvania, the second by Charles Whib- 
ley, and the third by A. T. Bartholomew.

It is not likely that amy American reader 
can be indifferent to the satisfactory manner 
in which Prof. Schelling has written of the 
vivacious drama of the restoration. An inti- 
mate knowledge of the Elizabethans has pro- 
vided Prot.

Basing his theories of dramatic 
achievement upon those classic models, he 
finds no little diversion and profit in marking 
the insouctant deviations from the estab- 
lished rules of the classic romanticists of 
which Shakespeare was the king.

Schelling lacks something of the grace and 
finish of Mr. Charles Whibley, to whose lot 
fell Congreve, Vanburg, Collier, Farquhar.

Coroner Hoffman Urges Doctors 
to Investigate Deeper. 


SUGGESTS POSSIBLE LEAGUE. 


Lindloff and Other Cases Recalled in 
Study of Situation. 


Coroner Hoffman declared yesterday there 
are many persons killed annually in Chicago 
by systematic poisoning. Immediate steps 
should bé taken by attending physicians to 
clear up all doubts in cases where the cause 
of death is not clear, he said. 

“A league of poigoners might be operat- 
ing in Chicago for obvious reasons, such as 
putting persons out of the way to collect in- 
surance, and we would have a hard time get- 
ting evidence,” said the coroner. “ Itis hard 
to detect poison when administered by a 
clevep hand.” 

He recalled poison cases where doctors 
have been deceived. He said Willam Lind- 
loft, alleged victim of Mrs. Louisa G. Lind- 
loff, suspected of poisoning five members 
of her family, had died a raving maniac in 
the detention hospital, and the attending 
physicians did not discover he was poisoned. 

“Since the passage of the law prohibiting 
the use of arsenic in embalming bodies we 
have been able to get several convictions 
in poison cases,” declared the coroner. 

Among these were the Hock and Billek 
cases. Hock was hanged and Billek is serv- 
ing a term in the pentitentiary. In the Ver- 
milya oase the jury disagreed. She wil! 
be tried again. If Mr. Lindloff ig guilty 
of the poisonings she is suspected of, she 
has deceived several physicians.’ 

The amount of arsenic tn the bodies of the 
Lindloff children soon will be disclosed by 
Prof. Walter Haines. 


CORONER’S JURY HOLDS WOMAN 
FOR MURDER OF HER HUSBAND. 


Post-Mortem Statement Accuses Wom- 
an Who Doctor Says Has Con- 
fessed Her Guilt. 


Mrs. Harriet Burnham, 2755 Whipple street, 
Was ordered held to the grand jury on a 
charge of murder yesterday by a coroner's 
jury which ‘held an inquest over the body 
of her husband, Herbert Burnham, who was 
shot and killed June 10. 

A statement dictated by Burnham shortly 
before his death in which he accused his 
wife of having shot him was read at the in- 
quiry. 

Mrs. Sophia Hojecki, 275 Whipple street, 
at whose residence Burnham and his wife 
lived, testified Mrs. Burnham frequently was 
under the influence of liquor and the night 
before the murder Burnham and his wife 
quarreled while partly intoxicated. 

Dr. F. E. Staigl, who is attending Mrs. 
Burnham, who is suffering from alcoholism 
at St. Anthony’s hospital, testified she had 
admitted shooting her husband.

Health Commissioner Young started a man 
hunt yesterday for a former patient of the 
Waehington Park hospital. The pat ent is 
named Powers, 21 years old and has the 
smalipox, according to the diagnosis of Dr.

As a result of the escape of the patient the 
hospital has been practically quaramtined 
ac far as ingress and exit of patients are con- 
cerned.

The health commissioner does not like 
the appearance of the circumstances and 
may call upon Dr. Driscoll for a more de- 
tailed explanation. In addition he has 
notified the hospital not to permit any pa- 
tients to enter or leave the hospital without 
first notifying the department. 


Will Buy Another Ambulance. 

In order to provide adequate facilities for 
transporting contagious diseases the finance 
committee during the day granted permis- 
sion to the health commission to purchase 
another auto ambulance without advertis- 
ing, at a cost of not more than 32.200. In. 
asking for the privilege Dr. Young explained 
that the department has only two ambu- 
lences in service at present. It has been 
necessary to carry smallpox and diphtheria 
in the same machine. 

The result is that smallpox has developed 
in two diphtheria cases in the last two 
months. The ambulance that carried the 
diphtheria cases had previously been used 
for smallpox, 

A chauffeur on a contagious disease ambu- 
lance recently ‘‘caught’’ diphtheria and 
the finance committee allowed him his salary 
while ill. 


Emergency Fund Asked. 

The chairman of the health committee in 
the evening recommended to the council that 
$25,000 be appropriated as an emergency fund 
to care for contagious diseases. The request 
was referred to the flnance committee

Gomes is openly accused by the newspaper 
El Dia of having instigated the revolution 
in Cuba for the purpose of getting the credit 
of quelling it, and thus increasing his chances 
of re#lection to the presidency. 

The paper says President Gomez person- 
ally arranged with Gen. Evaristo Estenoz 
to start the revolution and then be bought 
off. President Gomez was to pose asa strong 
man, capable of dominating any sttuation 
and indispensable to the Cuban republic. The 
paper says: 


Says Movements Were Reported. 

“When Estenoz began the conspiracy the 
authorities of the province of Oriente re- 
ported all the movements and plans of the 
conspirators to the president, who person- 
| ally transmitted them to Gen. Estenos for 
his guidance. 

In one instance an important communi- 
cation was made by official word of mouth 
to President Gomez, only to be immediately 
communicated to Gen. Estenos. 


Haitien Filibusters Landed. 

At the end of February the governor of 
Santiago learned that a schooner carrying 
Haitien filibusters with arms and ammuni- 
tion would arrive and attempt a landing 
near Daiquiri on March 10. He dispatched 
a gunboat, which captured the schooner, 
manned and armed as described, but three 
days later came secret orders from Havana 
to release the schooner and the crew and not 
to make any report of the incident. 

Later the schooner landed men, arms, 
and dynamite in Cuba.“

GAIN A VICTORY 


Amendment to Ten Hour Law 
Sustained by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


ACT APPLIES TO HOTELS. 


Right of Labor Unions to Strike, 
Unless Bound by Contract, 
Is Upheld. 


Springfield, III., June 21.—The amendment 
to the women’s ten hour law enacted by the 
general assembly at the last session, mak- 
ing the statute apply to hotels, mercantile 
and mechanical establishments, factories, 
and telephone and telegraph companies, was 
declared constitutional today by the Supreme 
court of INinois. 

The ruling was made on the appeal of Ed- 
ward Eldering, a hotelkeeper of Charleston, 
who was fined for working women employés 
more than ten hours daily. 

The court held that hotels are quasi-public 
places, that the police powers of the state 
can properly be exercised over them, and 
that the limitation of the hours of labor of 
women is not an unauthorized exercise of the 
powers of the state. 


Right to Strike Upheld. 

In another decision the Supreme court held 
that labor unions have the right to strike if 
nonunion employés are retained by employ- 
ers. 

The case was that of Harry Kemp and oth- 
ers, who secured an injunction in the Circuit 
court of Cook county restraining division 
No. 241 of the Amalgameted Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employés from 
striking, the petitioners being employed by 
the Chicago City Rallways and having seced- 
ed from the union because it had appropr!i- 
ated money to promote the candidacy of Ed- 
ward F. Dunne for mayor of Chicago. 


Orders Injunction Dissolved. 

The division had ordered a strike if the 
railway company continued to employ the 
seceders. The Appellate court affirmed the 
Circuit court, but the Supreme court reverses 
the ruling and orders the injunction dis- 
solved. 

The Supreme court says the workmen have 
a right to work for an employer or not as they 
see fit, and as long as they violate no con- 
tractual obligations they can strike, and in 
this case no contract was violated. 


NEUTRAL POLICY IN CHINA. 


Conclusion of Loan Places the Six 
Great Powers in Position John 
Hay Urged. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—Far more im- 
portance in a national sense was attached 
today to the first formal recognition by the 
six great powers of the principle of neutra!- 
ization of China, effected by the conclusion 
of the China loan in Paris yesterday, than 
to the pecuniary advantage derived by a 
few American bankers. | 

The agreements commit each of the par- 
ticipating nations to the doctrine that no 
individual power may seek to exercise self- 
ish rights ot contro! in China. 


This is tantamount to the adoption of the 


neutrality policy laid down by John Hay, for 
which Secretary Knox has been striving the 
last few years.

HAD LONG PUBLIC RECORD. 


For Twenty-five Years He Served Chi- 
eago Organization. 


George Frederick Stone, for twenty-eight 
years secretary of the Chicago board of | 
trade. died yesterday at his residence, 1703 
Ridge avenue, Evanston.’ He had been ill 
for six weeks from a stroke of apoplexy. 
He was 78 years old.

The commission held that the rates charged 
by the Lackawanna for anthracite coal 
from Taylor, Pa., to tidewater at Hoboken,

A Yale victory in the freshmen substitute 
four oared racé yesterday, a contest not here- 
tofore on the program, prevented a complete 
Crimson sweep of the river for 1912. 

Tacre was never a doubt of the result ol 
the varsity race, and there was 20% seconds 
in time between the boats at the finish. Har- 
vard’s victories brought the long series of 
aquatic contests with Tale to a tie for the 
first time since 1902. as both universities 
have now won twenty-three contests with 
the oars. Five successive Harvard victories 
over Yale have not been achieved by the 
Crimson since 1870. 


Varsity Race Starts Late. 
The varsity race was late in starting, owing 
to water conditions, and it was well along 


toward 6 o'clock when the twocrews lined Tale 
caught the water first and for two or three strokes 
shot out Then Harvard overtook its rival and 
forged steadily to the front. When the half 


mile was reached. Harvard was nearly a length

Yale tried spurting, so the Harvard stroke was 
increased slightly and a greeter lead gained at 
the two mile flag. where the time was: Harvard.

Harvard seemed content with keeping the Yale 
boat three or four lengths astern and had the 
struggle well in hand when the three mie post 
Was reached. Here the time was: Harvard. 
16:14: Yale, 16:20. 

The rest of the race was a Crimson triumph. 
There seemed to be sufficient life; power, and 
endurance in the Harvard thell in the last mile 
to make the victory as overwhelming es last year, 
when Harvard won by nineteen lengths So it
